Since your investigation fails to disclose that 
subject is involved in interstate gambling, you should 
consider directing your investigation to determine whether 
subject might be in violation of the Illegal Gambling 
Business Statute which does not require an interstate angle. 
In any event, reports on investigations conducted with 
respect to substantive violations must be submitted to the 
Bureau in accordance with current Bureau reporting rules 
rather than on a semi-annual basis.as suggested in referenced 
letter. 


In the event your investigation fails to develop 
evidence of violations of the anti-gambling statutes and 
you desire to investigate subject principally for intelligence 
purposes, you should consider closing the ITAR case and
